Thief Had Artistic Instinct. 

The expert in jewelry, catalog 
in hand, inventoried the remain- 
ing contents of the cabinets, and 
made the astounding discovery 
that the robber must have been a 
man of his own calling, for the 
collection had been picked over 
with the greatest taste and unerr- 
ing judgment. No lust for wealth 
had marred the work of the mid- 
night prowler. The mute evidence 
was that an artistic instinct had 
guided a prehensile hand. 

Only one piece of great market 
value had been taken. This was a 
pearl necklace for which Wernher 
had given $300,000, but the price 
was fixed more by its historical as- 
sociation and its rarely beautiful 
clasps of carved gold than by the 
pearls. 

Great glaring diamonds that had 
shown in the train of Jenghis Khan 
were not disturbeq by the thief, 
who took from beside them things 
like a “gold enameled pendant 
jewel of scrolls and emerald in 
the center, with two drop pearls 
and gold chain from which hangs 
a skull, inside which is Christ in 
the manger.” 

List Filled Three Columns. 

A full list of the stolen articles 
was not made known until Lady 
Ludlow printed an advertisement 
in the Times offering a reward of 
$25,000 for the capture of the 
thief and the return of the jewels. 
Three full width columns of this 
paper were required to specify and 
describe the missing articles. A 
peculiarity noted was the frequent 
recurrence of the words “‘lask dia- 
mond.” This was a form of dia- 
mond cutting which reduced the 
stone to a thin slab, usually used 
to put over a minute picture to 
magnify it. This form of orna- 
mentation has quite passed out and 
it is only found in antiques. The 
police have received many gratui- 
tuous suggestions from volunteer 
Sherlock Holmes, that the thief 
probably was interested in this 
phase of jewelry production or in 
antiquities of this type. That he 
was interested in beautiful things 
generally was evidenced by the fact 
that of the hundreds of things left 
behind, not one was misplaced or 
injured. There was nothing of the 
vandal or ruffian about the thief. 
Loving care characterized his per- 
formance. ‘ 

No Evidence of Forcible Entry. 

Since there was no evidence of 
forcible entry, the police felt the 
intruder had secreted himself in 
the house, probably in the base- 
ment, before it was locked up for 
the night. This would have indi- 
cated a certain preparation and 
premeditation which other evi- 
dence did not support. 

He had used a candle instead of 
an electric torch, which is the ac- 
cepted tool of all journeymen 
cracksmen. He had provided him- 
self with no receptacle wherein to 
carry away the plunder. He used 
a screw driver instead of a jimmy, 
ana he left no fingerprints which 
could be used as identification. 
Such as appeared were blurred. 

Lady Ludiow's conspicuous posi- 
tion by virtue of her great wealth 
lends color to this classic among 
burglaries and further fires the 
interest of the British public. For- 
merly Alice Sedwick Mankiewicz, 
she married Sir Julius Charlies 
Wernher in 1888 and upon his 
death in 1912 inherited his estate, 
then estimated at $25,000,000 aside 
from his art collection.

strength may not always be accurately esti- 
mated br size and number. perhaps we are 
inclined to look at the matter too lightly. 

It will do no harm to remember that. 
whereas we are a heterogeneous mass com- 
posed of various races, of differing charac- 
teristics. instincts and traditions, Japan its a 
homogeneous unit. a nation which by cen- 
turies of Shinto ining has developed an 
undying loyalty to race and country which 
we little realize. 

The recent suicide as a protest against 
exclusion was not an exceptional instance 
of devotion but is typical of the feelings and 
thoughts of the whole people. Shinto, which 
is really the State religion of Japan. has 
so molded and shaped the character of the 
Japanese citizen that his highest air: in life 
is to prove by some act of self-sacrifice his 
deep loyalty to his people. 

While Buddhism flourishes also. yet 
Shinto is centuries older, and has been the 
greatest force in developing this racial in- 
stinct. It is hard to explain just what Shinto 
is; in fact, it almost defies description. It is 
something of a mixture of nature worship 
and ancestor worship, and to understand to 
what an extent it is responsible for this 
development of the Japanese character the 
following beautiful words of Lafcadic Hearn. 
who was a resident of Japan for many 
years. will be found wel! worth while. 

“Shinto signifies character in the higher 
sense. courage. courtesy, honor, and above 
all things. loyalty. The spirit of Shinto fe 
the spirit of filial piety. the zest of duty. 
the readiness to surrender life for a principle 
without a thought of wherefore. It is reli- 
zion; but religion transformed into hered!- 
tary moral impulse, religion transmuted into 
ethical instinct. It is the whele emotional! 
life of the race—the soul of Japan. 

“The child ts born Shinto. Home teache- 
ing and school training only give expression 
to what is innate; they doe net plant new 
seed, ther do but quicken the ethical sense 
transmitted as a trait ancestral. Ask «a 
class of Japanese students to teil their dear- 
est wish and perhaps nine out of 10 will 
answer. “To die for His Majesty eur Em- 
peror.” And the wish soars from the heart, 
pure as any wish for martyrdom ever born. 
Never does the Japanese youth ask himeeif 
why: the beauty of self-sacrifice alone is 
the ali-sufficing motive. Such ecstatic loey- 
alty ts a part of the national life, it is iz 
the bieod: inherit as the ant te perish fer 
its little repubilic—wunconscious as the loy- 
alty of bees to their queen. [t is Shinte.”
